Chevron lace version: On 3 ^4 mm needles, 30 
sta and 38 rows to 10 cm (stocking at), 

Eyelst lace version; On 4 mm needles, 28 sts 
and 37 rows to 10 cm (centre pattern), on 5 mm 
needles, 24 sta and 36 rows to 10 cm (lace 
border).

Row e * K1 , *K1 , yfwd, sLI K, K2tog, psso, (yfwd) 
twice, sLIK, K2tog, psso, (yfwd) twice, sLIK, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2; rep from * to end.

Row 2 and every all row - sLIK, K2, yfwd, K2tog, 
P to last st, sLIK, 

Row 3 - K2. yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd, sLI K. K1 . 
psso, K5, yfwd, K2tog, K2 (19 sts). 

Row 5 - K2, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K5, yfwd, sLI K, K1 , 
psso, K4, yfwd, K2tog, K2 (20 sis). 

Row 7- K2, yfwd. K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd. sL1 K, K1 , 
psso, K2, yfwd, sLIK, KT, psso, K3, yfwd, K2tog, 
K2 (21 ste). 

Row 9 - K2, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K3. (yfwd. sLI K, 
K1, psso) twice, K2, yfwd, sLIK, KLpsso, K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, K2 (22 sts). 

Row 11 * K2. yfwd, K2tog, yfwd. K3. (yfwd, sLIK, 
K1* psso) 3 times, K2. yfwd. sLIK, K1, psso, K1, 
yfwd, K2tog, K2 (23 sts). 

Row 13 - KL (8L1K, K1, peso, yfwd) twice, sLIK, 
K1, psso, K2, (yfwd, sLIK, K1. psso) twice, K1, 
K2tog, yfwd.

Row 15 - K1, (sLIK, K1, psso, yfwd) twice, sLI K,

Row 17 * K1, (sLIK, K1 , psso, y^d) twice* sLlK,

Row 19 - Kt, (sLIK, K1, psso, yfwd) twice, sLIK, 
K1, psso, K1, K2tog, yfwd.

Row 6 - K1 , *K2tog . yfwd, K1 . yfwd, sLI K, K1 , psso. 
K3; rep from * to last 7 sis, K2tog, yfwd, K1 , yfwd, 
sLIK K1. psso, K2. 

Row 8 - As row 4 . 

Row 10 ‘K. 

Row 12 - K7, *yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso. K6: rep from 
* to last st. K1 

Row 14 ' K5. *K2tog, yfwd. K1, yfwd, sLIK, K1. 
psso, K3; rep from * to last 3 sts, K3. 

Row 18 As row 12. 

These 16 rows form centre patt. Cont in patt until 
sufficient rows have been worked to form a square, 
ending with row 3 or 1 1. Cast off knitways. 
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Border pett 

**With 5 mm needles, cast on 1 93 sts and K 1 row. 
Row 1 * Yon, K to end. 

Row 2 and every alt row ^ Yon, K to end. 

Row 3 - Yon. *K2tog, yfwd ; rep from * to last st, K1 . 
Rowe 5 and 9 - As row 1 . 

Row 7 - Yon, K1 , *yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to end. 
Row 11 - As row 3. 

How 13 - As row 1 (206 sis). 

Row 15 * Yon, K1, *K2tog, yfwd, K1, yfwd. sLIK, 
K1 , psso, K3; rep from * to last 6 sts, K2tog, yfwd. 
Kl.yfwd, sLIK K1. psso, K1. 

Row 17 - Yon. K1 , *K2tog, yfwd, K3. yfwd, sLI K, 
K1 , psso, K1 ; rep from * to end. 

Row 19 - Yon, K1 , K2tog, yfwd. K5, *yfwd, sLI K, 
K2tog, psso, yM, K5; rep from * to last 3 sts, yfwd, 
sLIK, K1, psso, K1 

Row 21 - Yon, ‘K2tog, yfwd, K1, yfwd, sLIK, K1. 
psso, K3; rep from * to last 5 sts, K2tog, yfwd, K1 , 
yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso. 

Row 23 - Yon, *K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd, sLIK, K1, 
psso, K1 ; rep from * to last 7 sts, K2tog, yfwd, K3, 
yfwd, sLIK K1, psso. 

Row 25 - Yon, K2tog, yfwd, K5, *yfwd, sLI K K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K5; rep from * to last 2 sts, yfwd, sLIK, 
K1, psso (218 sts). 

Rowe 27 to 39 - As rows 1 to 13.^* (232 sts). 

Row 40 - Yon, K2tog, K to end. 

Oast on 8 sts for lace edging and work lace edging 
gradually using up border sts as follows: 

Row 1 - K8* turn. 

Row 2 - sL1 K K5, yfwd, K2. 

Row 3 * Yon, K2tog, K6, K2tog, turn. 

Row 4 - sLI K, K4, yfwd. K2tog, yfwd, K2. 

Row 5 - Yon, K2tog, K7, K2tog, turn. 

Row 6 * sLIK K3, (yfwd, K2tog) twice, yfwd, K2. 
Row 7 - Von. K2tog, K8. K2tog. turn. 

Row 8 - sLI K, K2, (yfwd, K2tog) 3 times^ yfwd, K2. 
Row 9 - Yon, K2tog, K9, K2tog. turn. 

Row 10 - sLIK, K2, K2tog, (yfwd, K2tog) 3 times, 
K1. 

Row 11 - As row 7. 

Row 12 -slIK, K3, K2tog, (yfwd, K2tog) twice. K1. 
Row 13 * As row 5. 

Row 14 - sLTK, K4, K2tog, yfwd, K2tog. K1. 

Row 15 - As row 3. 

Row16‘sLlK, K5, K2tog, K1. 

How 17 - Yon, K2tog, K5, K2tog, turn, 

Gont to work lace edgir>g as on rows 2 to 17 until 
all sts from Border have been worked up, then slip 
the 8 sts onto a length of yam to be used for next 
side. 

Using a flat seam, sew cast-on edge to one side. 
Work from ** to 

Next row - K to end, slip 8 lace edging sts from 
spare needle on to left hand needle, then work rows 
2 to 1 7 of lace 8dgir>g until all border sis are worked 
up and 8 lace edgir>g sts rem. 

Complete 3rd and 4th sides in this way. Cast oft 
lace edging. Join cast-on and cast-off edges of lace 
edging then loops of borders.
